State Tax Commission, Sacramen- 
to, Cal. 

My Dear Sir: In reply to the 
tweive questions you sent me regard- 
ing my idea for a proper reformation 
of the method of taxation, wilt say 
that I cannot intelligently express my 
opinion by answering the questions 
separately, as your questions imply 
revision, while my judgment is for 
substitution as a whole: 

I came to California in 2865, and 
have been a farmer on a Targe scale 
in the interior valleys since that time 
until coming to Richmond in 1901. 
I represented the counties of Tulare, 
Inyo and Kern in the senate in its 
twenty-seventh and twenty-ninth 
sessions. I received a copy of Henry 
George’s work when they were first 
published, when my sole possession 
was land with the necessary equip- 
ment for grain farming. I imme. 
diately became a convert to the 
single tax theory as the only rational 
method of taxation. My reasons will 
answer every question you sent me. 

I oppose taxation of all personal 
property and improvements of what- 
ever kind and nature for the simple 


ings as it did in Australia, New [e- 
land and: Canada, and even in our 
own state in the irrigation districts 
where applied. Public policy should 
not permit any man to hold a large 
sheen ranch, pay taxes on it as pas. 
ture land, and have its value increas- 
ed as in many instances a hundred 
fold, by his neighbors planting or- 
chards or vineyards around it. 

Our present system is wrong be- 
cause it penalizes industry for the 
benefit of the idler. The single tax 
is right because it would penalize the 
idle speculator and not permit him 
SINGLE TX—TWO 
to appropriate his neighbor's indus- 
try. 

It cannot be denied by any close 
observer that the rumbling of dis- 
‘content, or even revolution is grow- 
ing ominous over all of our land 
now. So long as the young man 
could go west and get a farm, the 
laboter was independent and happy. 
But the land is all gone now. It has 
fallen into the hands of monopolies 
able to hold it indefinitely out of use 
and at prohibitive prices. 

The laborer factory or mine be- 
ing denied the right to provide a 
home for himself, is doomed to eter- 
nal toil through life. and naught but 
the poorhouse in sight when i ts eyes 
are dimmed and muscles weakened 
by incessant toil. : 

It would not cost one-tenth of the 
money to reclaim the lands of Call- 
fornia from the desert that it.did to 


are, shifted down the line, and fin- 
ally paid by those least able to pay 
them.

It 
would not stay put, but landed every 
time on the man whom it was intend- 
ed to relieve. Every person, firm or 
corporation doing business in this 
state, having the power to fix the 
prices of what they sell or produce, 
simply shift their taxes onto their 
customers, just as the bankers did 
the mortagage tax. That is self-evi- 
dent, and could not be prevented by 
any law that the ingenuity of man 
can invent. 

Now, as nearly all men are labor- 
ers, and all are customers of some- 
thing upon which taxes have been 
shifted down the line it may be first 
thought a little confusing to draw a 
line between those classes who can 
shift their tex to the next fellow be- 
low, and the classes which cannot 
shift it any further, must, themselves, 
bay not only their own, but every- 
one’s tax above them on the bust- 
ness. ladder.

A BABBI'S TRIBUTE TO 
ORGANIZED LABOR 

Dr. Stephen 8. Wise, the noted rab. 
bi of New York, said in the course 
of his address: 

“The inclusive and inalienable 
right of children is to childhood, that 
is, to the life of a child. The term 
child Jabor is a Paradox, for when 
labor begins, in the modern indus: 
trial sense of that term, the child 
ceases to be. 

“Childhood has a right to be well 
housed, and ought not to be compell- 
ed to dwell in death-dealing tené- 
ments, which deny the child the 
right to- enter upon a life that shall 
be normal and healthful. 

“Child labor is to be fought posi- 
tively and constructively, and not 

, Merely negatively and obstructively. 
A Child labor is to be overcome by bet- 
ter schools and by compulsory school 
laws that are honestly and diligently 
enforced. Child labor is to be 
fought by the industrial school that 
is coming into being, but the indus- 
trial schools that are’ to be must be 
under state. control, lest they become 
-nurseries, kindengartens for 
ikebreakers, adjuncts of citizens’ 
lances to break down the citen- 
ship-of the nation. 

“Child labor is to be repressed 
that justice may be doné to the 
child. 

“Child labdr ought to be abolish- 
ed, not so much at the behest of the 
duty of safe guarding the Republic, 
but rather because of the duty to the 
Republic to safe guard its children. 
We are beginning to plan for the 
conservation of our national re- 
Sources. Let us conserve our most 
precious national resources, the life 
and joy and privilege of childhood.”

The weight of public opinion must 
determine this issue. We cannot be- 
lieve that it is the calm judgment of 
the country that we should sacrifice 
the principle of arbitration in indus- 
trial disputes under a threat to tle up 
the commerce of the country. 

The railroads’ statement was: 

That the railroads should grant, un- 
der threat of a national strike, a $50,- 
000,000 wage preferment to a small 
minority of their employees without a 
hearing before a public tribunal is in- 
conceivable in a democracy Hke ours. 

All questions at issue—wages, hours, 
costs, operating conditions—these are 
submerged by the greater issue: Shall 
arbitration be abandoned in the settle- 
ment of industrial disputes? 

If we are to throw arbitration into 
the§ scrap heap what hope can there 
be in America for industrial peace in 
the future? 

A nation wide strike is unthinkable 
when the railroads ‘are urging that all 
the matters in dispute be placed be- 
fore any tribunal constituted by public 
authority. 

Arbitration is urged by congress as a 
final method for settling controversies 
as to both hours and wages on the 
railroads, The Newlands law of 1918 
was enacted by unanimous request. of 
the four railroad brotherhoods and the 
representatives of the railroads, and 
yet the leaders who urged this law 
now take the position that a question 
of hours ts beyond arbitration. 

But wages, not hours, are involved 
in these demands. .No proposal: has 
been made to establish an eight. hour 
work day. The demand is for an 
eight hour pay basis, and this ts the 
interpretation given by the president 
in the proposal now before the rail- 
roads. The employees have emphat- 
ically made it known’ that they do 
hot want eight hours work for eight 
hours pay—a real eight hour day.

Another fallacy is that the government should own and op- 
erate everything in sight, and Mr. Garretson, head of the 
brotherhoods in the recent strike flareup now says the gov- 
érnment should own and operate all railroads. Forget it! 
Anything governmentally owned costs just dogble to maintain 
and operate that it does when privately owned, and ‘‘Jones 
pays the freight’’—the ultimate consumer pays the cost, every 
eent of it. There is a railroad in Canada that is government 
owned and it is the only road that has never paid expenses in 
its history—all the others make money. 

We have in front of us as this is written, a map made by the 
Federal government, showing the per capita cost payments, re- 
eeipts and expenditures of every state government, and by far 
the largest of them all is the expénse account, per capita of Cali- 
fornia. aie sae 

It is impossible to handle a subject like this in any one arti- 
ele, so we are going to hand it out in small doses until the 
ground is covered, and in the meantime say to you all, in candor 
and friendship and brotherhood, that we travel too fast—too 
fast for our health, ou¥ happiness, our longevity and ‘our 
pocketbooks. Back up a little. Do not seek to jump to the 
heights to which you should climb. Think these facts over, 
and bear in mind that public extravagance causes high taxa- 
tion ; this in turn boosts the high cost of living, and you the 
consumer must pay it all. 

In conclusion we will ask you to read the following, from 
that most excellent magazine, the North American Review: 

‘The bottomless purse of the taxpayer and the thoughtless 
assumption by the public of the idea that government is some- 
thing apart from the taxpayer and always has money to spend, 
or can raise money some way or other if a community wants 
necessities or luxuries, has become so a part of American life 
that it never oceurs to the average man that government is 
merely the aggregation of all of us, and that although taxes are 
paid directly by only a few, in the end it is always the con- 
sumer who pays the taxes, that taxes increase the cost of pro- 
duction, the cost of distribution, the cost of doing all business, 
and the seale of rents, and that finally the wage-earner, who 
has been brought up in the belief that only the rich pay taxes; 
pays out indirectly in enhanced cost of living a far greater pro- 
portion of his income than those who pay taxes, directly in 
money to the tax ecolector.”’ = |
